Yesterda y , a s he rested 
beside his composing stone a nd 
inky little ha nd press, he died. 
For nea rly ha lf a century , 
Townsend published his unusua l 
persona l sty le journa l. He ga th­ 
ered the news, qet it in ty pe, op­ 
era ted the press a nd ha ndled the 
business. He wrote things a s he 
sa y s them a nd spoke his mind 
with refreshing fra nkness. 
He bega n his ca reer a s a print­ 
er’s devil when Da hlonega wa s 
a booming gold mining center 
He loved the mounta ins a nd pa - 
ture. He fought a ga inst side­ 
wa lks a nd when they ca me, re­ 
fused to use them. He ha d not 
been to Atla nta , 100 miles a wa y 
in forty y ea rs. 
The 
editor’s 
free 
comment 
ga ve his weekly its a ppea l. Once, 
refusing to join a ca mpa ign 
a ga inst 
toba cco, 
he 
wrote, 
‘There’s a prea cher up on the 
creek prea ching a ga inst toba cco. 
But the Lord don’t seem to ha ve 
destroy ed none of the toba cco 
pa tches nor troubled to brea k 
a ny of the mercha nts selling it.” 
Covering gra dua tion exercises 
a t the school, he ha d to sa y : 
“ We Wa nted to tell y ou a bout 
the commencement exercises a t 
the high gra de school but every ­ 
body wa s there a nd nothing we 
could sa y would be new.” 
Pa ra gra phs from the Nugget 
were widely quoted. Townsend 
lived beside his shop a nd for it 
he a ccumula ted a nea t fortune 
a nd beca me a director of the 
Da hlonega ba nk — a fter discov­ 
ering a nd producing a rheuma ­ 
tism remedy . Funera l services 
were pla nned toda y .

Giddings o f Emo ry Univ ersity , A tlanta, Geo rgie, 
and rep o rted at the recent m eeting o f the Amer­ 
ican Medical Asso ciatio n in their annu al gath­ 
ering at Milwau kee, Wisco nsin, heav y eating is 
o ne o f the mo st detrim ental facto rs in m aking 
a child restless at night. 
His test sho ws tha t a child tha t eats heav ily 
befo re retiring is o ne hu ndred p er cent mo re 
restless than if an o rdinary am o u nt o f fo o d was 
co nsu med. The child which eats heav ily will 
mo v e ap p ro x imately o ne hu ndred and fiv e times 
du ring nine ho u rs o f sleep , whereas, the child 
tha t eats o nly no rmally will mo v e o nly fifty to 
fifty -fiv e times du ring the same p erio d o f sleep . 
O ther disco v eries o f Do cto r Giddings in his 
tests sho wed tha t new to y s giv en to children at 
abo u t three o ’clo ck in the afterno o n p ro du ced 
eno u gh ex citem ent to distu rb their sleep co n­ 
siderably du ring the fo llo wing night. He also 
fo u nd that warm milk taken befo re retiring 
made fo rty -two p er cent o f the children u nder 
o bserv ance sleep with less mo v ement than be­ 
fo re, and tha t warm baths befo re retiring do 
no t aid sleep , co ntrary to the p o p u lar belief. 
These facts tha t hav e been co nclu siv ely p ro v ­ 
en by Do cto r Giddings are enlightening and 
sho u ld p ro v e a great benefit in the gu idance o f 
p arents in the p ro p er rearing o f their children.

W ashington, Ju ne 13 ( I P 
)—The 
senate late this afternoon com­ 
pleted congressional action on 
the indu strial recov ery bill by 
adopting the conference report. 
The m easu re now goes to the 
W hite Hou se for signatu re. 
The action remov ed one of the 
stu m bling block s to sine die ad­ 
jou rnm ent, leav ing still for set­ 
tlem ent the v eterans’ issu e and 
the $3,500,000,000 deficiency ap­ 
propriation m easu re to carry ou t 
v ariou s reconstru ction acts for 
settlem ent. 
The v ote for the conference 
report was 46 to 39 . 
The m easu re is designed to lift 
indu stry ou t of its long ru t of 
inactiv ity by su spending a nti­ 
tru st laws to perm it trade prac­ 
tice agreem ents on wages, prices 
and work ing conditions. 
Its second sweeping mov e to 
improv e employ ment prov ides a 
$3,300,000,000 federal, state and 
local pu blic work s program , to 
be financed by a federal bond is­ 
su e and corporation and gaso­ 
line tax es for interest and sink ­ 
ing fu nd requ irem ents. 
Meanwhile, conferees on the 
independent offices appropria­ 
tion bill were in deadlock ov er 
the 
adm inistration-sponsored

am endm ent liberalizing 
v eter­ 
ans’ 
com pensations and pen­ 
sions. They were prepared to re­ 
port disagreem ent to hou se and 
senate and ask for instru ctions.
